Dl discloses a method for producing a 
metallised image on a sheet material^ consisting 
in that a metal is applied on the sheet material^ 
a layer of wax and a glass coating being applied 
on the sheet material, and they are exposed in 
specified points to a means ensuring fusion of the 
metal and the sheet material at these points. 

The method according to claim 1 differs from 
the prior art in that a solution containing a 
metal salt is applied to a sheet material, and the 
sheet material is permeated with this solutions- 
metal from the solution is caused to settle in 
specified points of the surface of the sheet 
material, and an image is formed from the 
combination of the metallised points. 

The device according to claim 8 for 
implementing the claimed method is characterised

in that the means for applying metal on a sheet 
material is embodied in the form of a container 
with a solution comprising a metal salt^ and an 
appliance for permeating the sheet material with 
this solution^ and a means for fusing the metal to 
the sheet material is embodied in the form of a 
laser radiation pulse generator and a unit for 
focusing these pulses on the specified points on 
the surface of the sheet material in order that 
metal from the solution settles at these points. 

Owing to the above-mentioned distinctive 
features^- an original metallised image is created, 
not reproducable by other means, securely 
protected from counterfeit, and enabling a 
personalised image to be created without first 
making a special mold. 

The above distinctive features of the claimed 
inventions are not known from the prior art. 

Therefore, the claimed invention according to 
claims 1-7 and the device according to claim 8 
meet the requirements of novelty and inventive 
step .
